An Interesting Discovery. 


It is reported from Denver that a natural 


bridge formed by a tree of agatiKed wood, 
spanning a canyon 45 feet wide, has been 
found at Chalcedony park in Arizona. It 
is supposed tnat the tree had at some re- 
ded in the silt of some great inland sea 
or mighty water overflow. The silt became 
in timo sandstone, and the wood gradually 
passed through the stages of mineralization, 
until it is now a wonderful tree of solid 
agate. Again, in after years, water has 
washed and eaten away the sandstone until 
a canyon 43 feet in width has been formed, 
the flintlike substance of the agahzed wood 
having-^resisted the erosion of the water 
flow.

Fully 50 feet of the tree rests on one side 


and can be traced, but how far its other 
end lits. buried in the sandstone canuot be 
determined •» about blasting away the rock 
The trunk visible above .the canyon varies 
in sine from 4 feet to 3 feet in diameter.

An Electric Horn For Ships. 


An electric horn has been devised to take 


the place of electric bells or gongs, more es- 
rent of electricity is" a-v aimmK-TijC'ajTirtnu- 
tus is based upon the principle of the tele- 
phone receiver and consists, in its simplest 
form, of a disk of sheet iron placed in front 
of one of the poles of an electro magnet, the 
coil of which is arranged to take an alter- 
nating current of 100 volts, with a current 
of a given number of alternations. 
The 


pitch of the note is constant, no matter 
what the diameter or thickness of the disk 
may be, since the latter is obliged to vi- 
brate at the same rate. 


The timbre and intensity of the sound, 


however, can be made to vary in a number 
of ways. 
In order to obtain an intense 


sound with a small amount of current, the 
diaphragm, or disk, must strike, while vi- 
brating, the iron core or some other body. 
In this apparatus there is no break in tho 
current, as occurs in the ordinary electric 
bell, and the sound is therefore continuous. 
—New York Telegram.

The Belgium Strike. 


The strike of tho worldngmon of Bel- 


riirm la th« moat remarkable in all his- 
tory- It was not a strike for higher 
wagos, for shorter hours, or for any of the 
things for which "labor movements" are 
planned. It was a strike to compel the 
grafting of political rights to the people. 
The demand was for the suffrage, and 
the workmen refused to work until the 
parliament gave what they asked. For 
neai ly a week all business in tho king- 
dom was ba ought to a stand. No work 
was done. Tho idle thousands, worked 
npoii by the socialists, were easily led to 
violent demonstrations. Dynamite was 
nse<l. 


There were conflicts between the pop- 


nlacoand the civic guard. Blood waa 
•hed and revolution with arms threaten- 
ed. Just in time to avoid anarchy, the 
parliament yielded, and universal suf- 
frago was granted the people of Bel- 
gium. The strike for self government 
succ ceded. This is tho most significant 
poli t ical incident of late years in Europe, 
not only in its methods, but in its result.
